Uncertain; 70 Are 
Dead; 25 Missing 


Ravaged Orange county counted its dead today, began 
the gigantic task of rebuilding torn and twisted streets, 
wrecked bridges, ruined acres of ranch land and inundated 
houses. 

The toll of known dead stood at 21. More than 15 oth¬ 
ers still were missing at noon, and believed dead. 

Seven bodies were in Fullerton morgues, 11 in^\naheim. 
Two were dead in San !luan Capistrano and one in Santa Ana.

Exhausted late last night from 
a day’.s work that began at 2 a. m. 
yesterday, the coa.st patrol life¬ 
saving crew was back at work on 
the “mop-up” detail today as 
western Orange county picked 
itwdf from the worst flooil in his¬ 
tory. 

The coast fiatiol stocKl fir.st to¬ 
day in numlMT of lives sav(!d dur¬ 
ing yesterday’s high water. Nearly 
100 men, women and children were 
plucked from tree-tops and deluged 
homes in the inundated area near 
the east bank of the raging Santa 
Anita river. 

Headed by Dana I.Amb. the pa¬ 
trol’s rescue crew counted nearly 
1000 wrecked cars in the flooded 
areas. 

One man sat on the roof of his 
barn, and refusfRi to move when 
the rescue party rowed out to get 
him. Water in many places was 
as much as 10 feet deep.

Scripps was born in San Diego 
and at the age of 16 began his 
newspaper career as a reporter 
and con'espondent.

Road conditions out of 
Santa Ana, as reported to 
noon by highway patrolmen 
and the sheriff’s office: 

TO LOS ANGELES—take 
Chapman avenue bridge, then 
follow highway 301.

BEACH—go west on Chap¬ 
man avenue to Huntington 
Beach boulevard, then south 
to Huntington Beach.

Life and death, courage and 
cowardice, laughter and tears. . . . 

The horrible toll of an unprece¬ 
dented dl.saster carries in its wake 
all those things, highlighted by the 
terrific impact of flood. 

We covered the county during 
the height of yesterday’s deluge. 


We saw workmen eairy two 
dead children up the slippery 
banks of Santa Ana river. 

Wlcose are they ? Noboily Imows 
them; carry them away; wait for 
the mother to come. 

We saw workmen sarry a boy 
to safety from the top of a tool- 
shed, The half-drowned young¬ 
ster clutched a squirming, yelping 
mongrel to hl.s chest, yelling with 


laughter as the water licked at his 
dangling feet. 

We .saw workmen carry a boy 
high school girls playing in Ana- 
heim’.s flooded streets, while a half 
block away truckloads of desperate 
refugees, their every possession 
gone In the yellow river water, 
stare<l into a hopele.ss future. 

We saw three boys sit patiently 
on the top of a car, unable to 


move, and wait for rescue. They 
had been there 10 hours. 

We saw two bareheaded boys, 
their oars flashing in faultless 
rhythm after a night of continuous 
work, ferry an expectant mother 
to safety from her flooded house. 
Her husband watched from the 
window. 

Scores of cars swept into cul¬ 
verts, stalled in motor-deep fresh¬ 


ets where highways once were; 
buildings collapsed, staggering; 
bridge after bridge broken up, 
floating by sections to the sea. 

One hour after we crept across 
the bridge into inundated Ana- 
helm its east end collapsed under 
the assault of raging Santa Ana 
river.

Mexicans of the county, hur¬ 
riedly organizing this morning, is¬ 
sued a public appeal for aid, 
through the office of the Mexican 
consul. Headquarters for contri¬ 
butions were opened at the Sol 
Gonzales hall, and at the office 
of W. Maxwell Burke, Santa Ana 
attorney. 

STATE Ain ASKED 

Assemblyman Clyde Watson 
dispatched an urgent telegram to 
Gov. Merriam, asking special con¬ 
sideration of Orange county’s fi¬ 
nancial plight in the forthcoming 
special session of the legislature. 
It read: 

“Respectfully request you in¬ 
clude in special session a.ssistance 
reconstruction e.ssential highways, 
bridges, Orange county.” 

Assemblyman Thomas Kuchel 
dispatched a similar wire, and al.so 
was contacting legi.slators from 
Riverside and San Bernardino 
(ounties, expecting to have a sin¬ 


gle bill introduced for relief of the 
three counties. 

“Flood in our county,” read his 
wire, “ha.s created mass disaster 
and wrecked havoc in life, prop¬ 
erty and morale of our people. 
They join me in an urgent request 
that the .special se.ssion of the 
legislature include an emergency 
appropriation bill for relief to aid 
in reconstruction of our wide¬ 
spread damaged area and the re- 
habi’itation of our stricken peo¬ 
ple.” 

Similar requests were tele¬ 
graphed the governor from Ix»s 
Ange'es, Riverside and San Ber- 
nardirivO counties. 

FI LL IDirNT 

The full brunt of the flood, worst 
in the Southland’s history, was 
borne by Orange county as the 
raging torrents of storm water 
gained strength in their mad da.sh 
to the sea from the mountains. 

Mexican colonies of Atwood, 
Richfield, La Jolla and Idacentia 
wero demolished, rickety shacks 
breaking up by scores. More than 
75 per cent of the county’s dead 
were Mexican. 

The county still was virtually 
i.solated from the world, although 
telephone anrl telegraph communi¬ 
cation had been partially restored 
by afternoon. Rhone comrnunifta- 
tion from Sfmta Ana still was im¬ 
possible to Redlands, San Bernar¬ 
dino. Anaheim. Garrlen Grove. Pla¬ 
centia and Buena Park. 

ONLY FOf K ROADS 

It was possible to leave the 
county by only four means on 
Highway 101 over (Chapman ave¬ 
nue north: to Dana ld>int on the 
coast highway; to Pomona by way 
of Brea caryon. and to Ixmg 
Bear:h via the Seal Beach cutoff. 

Wrecked bridges and ruined 
highways still blocked travel by 
any other means. 

More than half the major 
bridges in Orange cotinty were 
virtually destroyed by flood wa¬ 
ters, a survey c(»rnpleted shortly

SANTA ANA OrV EASY 
Damage to Santa Ana proper, 
exclusive of Santa Ana boulevard 
bridge, probably will be no more 
than .$1000, Street Commissioner 
Ernest Layton said today. Layton 
praised the flood control work on 
Santiago creek superintended by 
City Engineer J. L. McBride as 
being responsible for saving scores 
of homes from serious damage. 

Crop damage. Agricultural Com¬ 
missioner D. W. Tubbs said, will 
be “considerable,” but will be off¬ 
set by increased prices due to re¬ 
duction of surplus. 

PL A.NT PESTS SPREAD 
Greatest danger, he said, would 
be in the spreading of pests and 
plant disease. He mentioned spe¬ 
cifically danger from white snail, 
oakwood fungus, puncture vine 
seed, other weeds and nematod. 

Terrific lo.s8 will be effected in 
the upper parts of the county 
through stripping of top soil, but 
this stripping probably will fill 
the lower basin with rich earth 
for miles, he said.

.S< HOOLS OPEN 

Schools throughout the county 
were reopening their doors today 
after several days of darkness. 

Gas .service was resumed in com¬ 


mercial plants, and re-established 
where completely out at Yorba 
Linda and other northern points. 

Grave fears of health danger 
were expres.sed today by County 
Health Director K. H. Sutherland. 
He said, however, that it would be 
impossible to tell just what in- 
fenction dangers might result. 

The first mail in four and a half 
days was due to arrive here from 
the east today.

ALBERTA LAWS SAILOR IS GIVEN 
REVERSED BY NEW STATUS IN 
HIGH COURT COURT DECISION 


OTTAWA. IJP )—The supreme 
court of Canada today declared 
unconstitutional three Alberta 
province laws covering important 
points in the .social credit program 
of the provincial government. 

They were the credit regulation 
bill, "to amend and consolidate 
the credit of Alberta regulation 
act:” the Alberta pre.ss bill, "to 
ensure the publication of accurate 
news and information," and the 
bill increasing taxes on banks in 
Alberta. 

The supreme court al.so ruled 
that the. dominion government had 
power to disallow provincial leg¬ 
islation, and that a lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor had the right to reserve 
provincial legislation until the 
governor general of Canada had 
indicated his approval or dl.sap- 
proval thereof. 

This point was at issue in con¬ 
nection with enforcement of cer¬ 
tain laws in the program of Al¬ 
berta's social credit I’remier Wil¬ 
liam Aberhart.

NEW YORK. i/Ft — Boxing's 
“Hall of Fame” echoes with argu¬ 
ments, most of which it is quite 
impo.ssible to settle. The many 
factor.s involved, for which few 
yardsticks of measurement or 
comparison are available, make 
any fistic honor roll a matter of 
conjecture. V/e have consulted the 
oracles, shadow-boxed with the 
records. 

Our top 10 i.s confined to the 
Marquis of Queensbury era. Ob¬ 
viously, to go back lo the old 
bare knuckle day.s, to compare 
Tom Sayers, Richard Heenan, 
John Morriscy, the great Bendigo 
and Jem Mace with the stalwarts 
of the gloved first period, would 
merely invite further trouble. Our 
research, therefore, ha.s concen- 
rated upon fistis history of the 
last half-century, with a bow of 
recognition only to two heroes who 
spanned the transitional period, 
.John Iv. Sullivan and Jack Mc- 
Auliffe. 

Sullivan belongs close to the top 
not because he wa.s the la.st of 
the great bare-knuckle belligerents 
but becau.se the Bfjston Strong 
Boy became an American legend. 
He linked the fugitive days of pu¬ 
gilism with the reform period. He 
became him.self an advocate of pie¬ 
ty and died a .symbol of .solid citi¬ 
zenship, far removed from but still 
best remembered for the days 
when he offered, from the stage, 
“to lick any man in the house.” 

McAuIiffe, who only recently 
joined Sullivan in Fistiana’s Val¬ 
halla, was the first of a great line 
of American lightweights. Their 
ranks alone challenge the heavy¬ 
weight monopoly in “Hall of 
Fame” debate. McAuIiffe retired 
undefeated in 189.3 after nine years 
as undisputed lightweight cham¬ 
pion. He met and conquered all 
challengcr.s. 

Only after weighing the evi¬ 
dence carefully do we conclude 
that Gentleman Jim Corbett rates 
the No. 1 spot in our honor roll 
in preference to Ruby Robert 
Fitzsimmons. Strictly on the com¬ 
petitive side, we favor F’itz. He 
was middleweight champion (at 
158 pounds) six years before he 
knocked out Corbett In 1897. He 
won the light-heavyweight title 
six years afterward. He was 
active in the ring for nearly 30 
years, was 47 years old when he 


finally quite, and in every re¬ 
spect was a physical marvel as 
well as one of the greatest punch¬ 
ers of all time.

WASHINGTON. (/Pi —Repre.sent- 
ative Wene (D., N’. J.) has intro¬ 
duced a bill to authorize a 25,000 
mile super-highway system for the 
entire country, e.stimated to cost 
between $8,000,000,000 and $10- 
000 , 000 , 000 . 

Wene said his plan was ba.sed 
on data prepared by the National 
Super-Highway a.s.soeiation. He 
propo.sed 13 through routes re¬ 
quiring about 20 years to com- 
piete.

This will be a compaiatlvely 
ea.sy matter in those groves where 
the water ha.s completely receded, 
difficult where it is still staniling. 

Other serious dam.age has re¬ 
sulted in groves washed by the 
flood through loss of valuable lop 
soil, he said.

on Highway 101, six miles away, 
with water running through the 
doors of the car. 

Bob Law staggered into the cur¬ 
rent up to his waist to hail a gov¬ 
ernment truck. Slipped and 
climbed back, muttering because 
his hat was wet. 

Anaheim was six inches deep in 
mud; men, women and children 
staggered and slipped as they be¬ 
gan the gigantic task of digging 
out debris and mud-choked stores 
and buildings. 

SHIVERING REFUGEES 

Truckloads of wan, shivering 
refugees from camps north and 
west of the city arrived every 15 
minutes, were lifted from their 
blanket rolls and carried into the 
police station where hot coffee and 
warm clothing were furnished 
them. t 

Workmen labored desperately 
setting up temporary generators 
at the telephone company, in an 
effort to restore contact with the 
outside world. Shortly before 2 
p. m. an emergency line was 
rigged to Los Angeles. A news¬ 
paper reporter made the first call 
to the outside since the raging 
flood waters hit the town early 
yesterday morning. 

Water still ran over curbings 
and up to house fronts on almost 
every street in the city. Homes, 
furnishings, store equipment and 
lawns were ruined. 

GROVES CUT THROUGH 

Outside of Anaheim the .same 
story prevailed in every direction. 
The .Santa Ana river north of 
Olive, running almost a half-mile 
wide, had cut through grove after 
grove of bearing oranges. 

Above the Olive bridge it had 
cut a quarter-mile gap into levees. 
Tree after tree tore lose, swept 
down the river. 

A gaping hole 100 feet acro.ss 
was torn in the Brea Olinda bridge 
a few miles above Olive. Crowds 
of curious blocked tbe approach. 
A half mile lower the railroad 
bridge was gone in two sections. 

Far across the river, where ac¬ 
cess was Impossible, swirling wa¬ 
ter still surrounded marooned 
homes, cut across sagging streets. 
BRIDGE BLA.STED 

Warkmen were tearing down 
poles on the Olive-Anahelm bridge, 
removing high tension wires pre¬ 
paratory to blasting the bridge 
with dynamite in an effort to save 
levees and groves from destruc¬ 
tion. 

Utter destruction prevailed both 
above and below Anaheim. Roads 
to La Jolla and Atwood were im¬ 
passable. Teams and wagons 
brought out refugees. Workmen 
waded armpit-deep in water. An 
occasional shrouded body struck a 
sombre note in the midst of joy¬ 
ous parents and children, saved 
from the menacing flood. 

The river had cut straight across 
Highway 101 below the city, and 
was running more than two feet 
deep as the first cautious attempt 
was made at crossing. 

LAGOON OF .SAFE'fY 

Midway there was a lagoon of 
comparative safety, before the 
wrecked structure hou.sing a .Santa 
Ana lumber company. 

There world voyager Dana 
Lamb of Laguna Beach directed a 
crew of life-savers, entering house 
after house, carrying away ma¬ 
rooned families. Earlier in the 
day Lamb and his crew had re¬ 
moved five persons from flood torn 
and collapsing homes west of the 
river. 

Huge chunks of the highway 
were tom out, making progress 
extremely difficult, and on our 
right the twisted rails of the 
Santa Fe line testified to the awful 
impact of the water. 

The Santa Ana Boulevard 
bridge, torn and sagging in a half 
dozen places, was beginning to 
break up and .sweep down the

Some folks think it all hoo-ey 
when statements are made indi¬ 
cating that the nation is in a state 
of decadence and that danger ex¬ 
ists that we may cease to be free 
people, They seem to take it tor 
granted that repre.aentative gov¬ 
ernment neeils no champions aft¬ 
er having once been obtained. 
They sec the struggle to .survive 
which other Democratic govern¬ 
ments on other continents are 
having and have noted the rapid 
increa.se of dictatorial power being 
exerted the world over. All this 
falls to disturb the complacency 
with which these folks go about 
the tasks of life--they take for 
granted that in America it will 
be different—that here, there will 
always he religious and political 
freedom. 

They read in a free pre.ss how 
the right to worship according to 
the dictates of conscience in Ger¬ 
many and Russia has been sup¬ 
pressed, and that churches and 
ministers who dare to resi.st the 
demands of a Hitler or a Stalin 
are being per.secuted almost. If 
not to the death. They know that 
while they can congregate with 
safety and li.sten to ministers and 
speakers who speak fearlessly 
their thoughts, that In other 
countries where the .same priv¬ 
ileges were once enjoyed there are 
those who suffer as prisoners In 
jails and dungeons, for having 
dared to do the same thing. But 
still they say, that such cannot 
come to America. 

The tendency the world over 
seems to be toward the centraliza¬ 
tion of government in the hands 
of the few, rather than in the 
spreading of such powers among 
the people as is the natural thing 
to do where democracy is enjoyed. 
In America under the Roosevelt 
administration there has been tre¬ 
mendous growth In the power ex¬ 
erted by the Chief Executive, with 
more or less resulting nulifieation 
of the privilege of representation 
in matters of government on the 
part of the people. This has been 
particularly evidenced by the 
failue of the two houses of Con¬ 
gress to function as leaders in 
shaping and formulating legisla¬ 
tion designed to set our social and 
economic affairs in order. 

Unless a different attitude is 
soon assumed on the part of Con- 


gre.ssmen there will be a crystal- 
izing of sentiment which will fa¬ 
vor the elimination of $10,060 per 
year salaries being paid to .so- 
called representatives of the peo¬ 
ple, who can do nothing but con¬ 
tinuously sub.scritK! to demands 
made for moat ty|)c.s of legislation 
by the President, From such a 
cry.slalized .sentiment fiut Into ae- 
tlon there will be but few step.s 
to dictatorial government. Ard 
with the eoming of dictatorial 
government there would oeciirthe 
lo.ss of our Democratic freedom. 
Who can say in the light of what 
ha.s already happened that .such a 
state is not po.ssible even in Amer¬ 
ica where political and religious 
liberty were purchased at such 
dear cost. 3’he very fact that the 
larger proportion of our eitixens 
would pooh-hoo at such a thught 
increa.sps the danger of such a 
happening. It has been said that 
’’Vigilance is the price of Lilier- 
ty” and vigilance is a thing which 
our people lack. 

Attend a Townsend meeting and 
you will observe that the Town- 
sendites are awake to such a dan¬ 
ger. Such meetings are opened 
with the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag and the Townsend Pledge 
is concluded with "And I pledge 
my allegiance to maintain the 
Democratic spirit and form of 
government in America.” Perhaps 
the Town.send party will be the 
instrument through which repre- 
•sentative government will be 
saved from perl.shing from the 
earth. If .so. then God speed the 
Townsend party.

The bureau of plant quarantine, 
state department of agriculture, 
stated today the interceptions 
were unusually large because Jan¬ 
uary in the past has been a light 
month for such work. 

In the interceptions were 90 spe¬ 
cies of insect pests, plant disease 
or other plant pests, which, if es¬ 
tablished in California, might 
cause serious damage to the agri¬ 
cultural industry of the state. 

Living larvae of the pink boll 
worm were taken at the Yuma 
station in cotton seed from Texas. 
ORIENTAL FRI’IT MOTH 

Larvae of the Oriental fruit 
moth were found on four occasions 
at three stations, twice at Dag¬ 
gett in apples from MLssouri and 
on apples from Kansas and once 
at Blythe in apples from Missouri 
and once at Yuma in apples from 
New York. 

TTie citrus white fly was taken 
twice in the month at the Yuma 
station; once on orange foliage 
from Florida and again on Cape 
Jasmine in an automobile from 
Louisiana. 

Northern border stations also 
continued to make many intercep¬ 
tions of various scale inseci.s not 
found in the citrus areas of fJali- 
fornia, being taken on Japanese 
oranges from Seattle, and includ¬ 
ing an unusual citnis scale bear¬ 
ing the formidable name of Unas- 
pis yanonensis; *also the camphor 
scale and the fern scale. 

S( AI.E INSECT 

The bureau said the interception 
of a strain insect at the Yuma plant 
quarantine station was consiflered 
important for the reason that al¬ 
though it was found infesting co- 
coanuts from Florida, it is known 
to be a pest of avocados and citnj.s 
fruit in that state, but it is not 
found in C'alifornia. 

Three larvae of the Asiatic gar¬ 
den beetle were intercepted at the 
Yuma station under conditions 
which the bureau stated would 
probably have resulted in the es¬ 
tablishment of the pest in (Cali¬ 
fornia had it escaper! rletection. 

The larvae were found infest¬ 
ing the soil aboiit plants carrierl 
in an automobile entering ('alifor- 
nia from New York. The plants 
were intended for irnmerliate plant¬ 
ing on arrival at destination. The 
Asiatic garden beetle is closely re- 
late<l to the Japanese beetle and 
h?LS the same habits anri life his¬ 
tory.

water on the bedroom floor.

Pierce quickly aro,sc, ran to the 
front door to take a peep and as 
he did so the back door flew open. 
Out went the .shoes into the dark, 
floody unknown beyond. 

Four long hours pas.scd before 
rescuers pushed their way across 
the treacherous channel to loaf! 
the family of ten into boat.s, tak¬ 
ing them to .safety. 

Before Pierce lost his job with 
a baking company a month ago 
he was thinking of purchasing the 
hou.se from his landlord.

"Fred opened the back door and 
our shoes sailed out the front 
door," Mrs. Fred Pierce, mother 
of eight children, said today re¬ 
counting her experiences in the 
flood-drenched area west of the 
Santa Ana river. 

Mr. and Mrs, Pierce and their 
children went to bed at .3 o’clock 
Thur.sday morning feeling they 
were safe and dry. But two hours 
later, when they were awakened 
as several bales of hay thumped 
against their residence, they found

SACRAMENTO, 1^1 The state 
divi.sion of corporations through 
Edwin M. Daugherty, commis¬ 
sioner, reported to Governor 
Frank F, Merriam it made 27,129 
investigations during the la.st 1.3 
months.

The records showed 77.36 frauds 
or offen.ses were covered by the 
Inve.stigations. Of (he.se .3704 were 
violations of the corporate secur¬ 
ity and other acts administered by 
the division. 

There were 11,338 complaints 
received and the hearings totalled 
4701 and interviews or conference.s 
where evidence of fraud was pre¬ 
sented were 3737. 

In addition to the investigations, 
Daugherty reported, the division 
disposed of several thousands of 
additional ca.ses in su.spending 
and revoking companies’ permits 
and agents’ and brokers’ licenses. 


WASHINGTON. (.PI — President 
Roosevelt has indicated the sys¬ 
tem used in making the unemploy¬ 
ment survey last November had 
proved so effective it might be 
used again when unemployment 
statistics were needed. 

The chief e.xecutive said the fig¬ 
ures produced as a result of the 
November .study, .statistics on 
which are now being relea.sed, 
would be u.spful in evolving the 
general program of government. 

He advised reporters at his 
press conference to remember that 
there were a great many pressure 
groups seeking to further their 
own interests with the govern¬ 
ment, and that having ailequate 
information available insured offi¬ 
cials getting the proper broad pic¬ 
ture. 

He said there was, for instance, 
the youth movement insists the 
great need for aid is for young 
people under 2,5 years of age. 

Another group, he said, wants 
the empha.sis put on aid to people 
over 45. 

Mr. Roosevelt, recalling the un¬ 
employment census would .show 
into what age category most of 
the jobless fall, said this study 
gave the government facts to 
go on. 

It was his understanding, he 
said, that Census Administrator 
John D. Biggers would he releas¬ 
ing .state unemployment figures 
to the end of this month. 

The chief executive observed 
that the census seemed well worth 
while and .supplied a method of 
making quick checkups. 


WASHINGTON. (.PI—A senate 
civil liberties committee announces 
that the 207 leading contributors 
to the national assodiation of man¬ 
ufacturers bought 60 per cent of 
all the tear gas sold to industry 
"for labor warfare ” in 1933-1937. 

Robert Wohlforth, committee 
secretary, made that statement 
.shortly after the opening of the 
committee’s investigation of the 
manufacturers’ a.s.sociation. 

It brought John Gall, association 
lawyer, to his feet wdth a reply 
that "the a.ssociation has at no 
time during the period covered by 
this report (1933-1937) suggested 
to its members that the.y use tear 
gas.” 

Wohlforth also told the commit¬ 
tee some of the contributors also 
were "quite prominent in the em¬ 
ployment of detective agencies.” 
He listed the General Motors cor¬ 
poration, the Chrysler corporation, 
the Pennsylvania railroad, Congo- 
leum-Nairn, Inc., and the Laclede 
Gas of St, Louis in this connection. 

Some officers and directors of 
some of the contributing compa¬ 
nies, Wohlforth said, also had con¬ 
tributed to the American Liberty 
League, the Crusaiiers, the Senti¬ 
nels of America, the National Econ¬ 
omy League, the Farmers’ Inde¬ 
pendence council and the Johns¬ 
town (Pa.) citizens’ committee. 

The association earlier had made 
public a statement by Walter B. 
Weisenburger, executive vice pres¬ 
ident, that none of its activities 
"have been intended or have 
served” to violate civil liberties. 

The statement asserted that the 
organization "believes in the right 
of free speech, in the right of indi¬ 
viduals to assemble peacefully, in 
their right to collective action 
within the law.”

Public propert 3 ', bridges, highways and parks have 
suffered cataclysmic blows. 

Private property, homes, stores and farms, likewise 
have paid a heavy toll to the elements. 

The storm has delivered a terrific stroke to Orange 
county especially. Nearly one-fourth of the total deaths 
in the .Southland and a large portion of the property 
damage has been suffered in this area. 

Under such stress in times like these, universal sym¬ 
pathy goes out to the victims. 

This sympathy and the cheerful and ready helpful¬ 
ness which it evokes make up one of the few bright spots 
in the stormy panorama 

The sacrifice and hardships of war veterans who did

At 
an early age he i.5 ablaze with intelligence; he gets through 
college when he is 1.3; the world hails him as a master 
intellect—then lie settles down and becomes an ordinary 
and mediocre citizen. 

His genius has fizzled out; he is just a regular person 
who has been a freak in the speed with which he has 
learned. 

Until one of these youngsters, who learns so much 
so early in life, demon.strates a capacity to produce more 
than the ordinary mortal, he is not a genius. 

An Opportunity For U S. A, 

With two world fairs in progress next year, 1939, the 
U. S. A. will have an opportunity to play host to the world 
on a broader basis than ever before. 

Nations across both oceans have been inclined since 
the World war to regard us as a nation of money- 
grubbers without charity or conscience. 

Their chief contacts with this nation have been 
through the medium of our diplomatic agents asking for 
principal or interest on the loans we made them in war¬ 
time, or else with our tourists “first class,” who have not 
always been courteous and considerate.

Yon al.so have the 
eharges of the federal .social .se¬ 
curity hoard regarding the man¬ 
handling of old-age pensions by 
Oklahoma authorities, with admis¬ 
sion by the aecu.sed of irregulari¬ 
ties and mistakes. 

Th.' bituminous coal commission 
w:i.s set up under the Ouffey coal 
act to fix minimum prices and 
thus check cut-throat competition 
which was cursing the coal indus¬ 
try, The commission got off to 
a .slow start, torn by internal per¬ 
sonality quarrels, and pressure was 
put on it by friends of the Cuf-i 
fey act to get bu.sy. So, sudden¬ 
ly and without the public hear¬ 
ings that the law .seemed to re¬ 
quire. the commission promulgated 
a .set of minimum prices. There 
were outcries and a rush to the 
court.s.

In the other example of admis- 
trative bungling, .social .security 
board investigators found that the 
Oklahoma authorities wore carry¬ 
ing dead people on old-age pen¬ 
sions, that in some counties the 
number of pensioners exceeded the 
estimated old-age population, fHar¬ 
ing individual instances were 
cited. One pensioner, it was 
charged, had a butler. Another 
had a son who was a well-iiaid 
profe.ssional hasehall player. Nep¬ 
otism was charged. Oklahoma 
authorities, hacked up by their 
congressmen, pleaded for leniency 
on the ground that, because of 
the drouth and unemployment, 
conditions wcri' abnormal. Nece.s- 
sily and inexperience were of¬ 
fered as extenuating circum¬ 
stances. 

The point i.s that in neither of 
these affairs it is neees.sary to as¬ 
sume that vicious moUves were re¬ 
sponsible. There may have been 
.some such, but for the most jiart 
you can give the coal cornmi.sHion 
and the Oklahoma authorities the 
benefit of the doubt and assume 
that they were doing the best they 
could. .Still, even if their motives 
were as pure as the driven snow, 
the job was bungled in both cases. 
Sloppy, inefficient .administration, 
if nothing wor.se, was evident.

Public opin¬ 
ion will not tolerate indefinitely 
theories that don’t work in prac¬ 
tice.

For his 17 days in uniform, 
therefore.

Navy officials wouJil make no 
comment on whether Jimmy wa.s 
planning to accept his pay check.

HOMES AM> SHA.NTIES 

To the Editor: I am all in the 
dark, will sonieone enlighten me? 
Our local newspapers publish pic¬ 
tures galore of the “shanty" slum.s 
of Orange county, and dwell at 
length on the “theory” that this 
new governnH*nl hou.sing act will 
abolish all these places of poverty 
flwellings. Just how. may I ask, 
is that going to he done? How i.s 
it pos.sible for a Mexican fruit or 
vegetable worker, who earns from 
.$.’{00 to $600 per year, going to 
feed and clothe his family, and 
in the meantime pay Ihi* monthly 
installments on a $7000 or $6000 
home? Or, on the other han<l, sup- 
jiose someone else liuiMs thi.s home 
urnier the government plan, as an 
investment, to rent to this farm 
worker. Can the owner afford to 
rent at a figure that the worker 
is able lo iiay? He certainly can¬ 
not ! 

'rhere are humlrcfls. an«l hun- 
dreil.s, of decent, honest. led- 
tilooded Americans, in (dange 
cf>unly. wdio yearn for a. (lean 
r-omfortable little home of their 
own, tint who are too wi.se to bur¬ 
den themselves with a $6000 debt, 
when they know they could never 
keep lip the payments. It is (‘asier 
to fiay $27 rent than it i.s to pay 
$20 installments on a home, for 
there are tlu; taxes and upkeofi to 
be figured when you own yoiir 
home. It i.sn’t haniwood floors, 
tileil fiaths. and land.scaped yards, 
that we need to chase the “slum.s" 
from Orange counly, but some 
“homes" of three to five sinal), 
but convenient rooms. We necf] 
houses that are .solidly construct¬ 
ed of sound .serviceable materials, 
hut a.s inexpensively as possible, 
sanitary, yes, but with no unnec¬ 
essary frills, homes that cost from 
$1700 to $2700, less in the cheaper 
dist rifts. 

There is a crying need for 
home.s of this type. We necri hous¬ 
es that people can afford, not 
what we wish we could own. W<- 
ne(‘d hou.ses that are clean and 
comfortable, yet the cost of con- 
strucliir*- low enough fm* the 
ow'ner to be able to rent 
families of low incomes, 
this same family might 
financially, lo punha.se 
him.self. 

As a ii.siial thing, jieople who 
rent are not our most valiu'd citi- 
' zens, they an* usually just “\>t‘ 0 - 
; pie" who drift. Rut give a man a 
; chance at home-(»wner.shi[), and he 
immediately begins to be interest- 
I erl in civic affairs, tlu' first stef) 
'in good citizeishiin When a man 
IS overbiirderiefl with debt, he al- 
j ways has a. con.stant fear of los- 
I ing hiH home and what he ha.s put 
I in it, and a man in that fu/.sition is 
j never able to tlo his tjest at hi.v 
Ijob, or to enjoy living. P>ut give 
him a < hance to buy a home that 
Hie can afford, and lie will feel con- 
fider.i, sei iire, and hafipy. 'I'hen 
j when fie IS finaneially able, he 
will sell an<l fmy a fietier one, and 
the chances are, that in the mean- 
|time, fie fias fiecome H valued citl- 
I Zen. instead of a .sour discouraged 
'renter. 'I'he leaders of .Santa Ana 
I would <i<) well to [londer this 
I thought.
